Applicant's amendment, filed on April 27, 2007, has been received and entered into the 
file. The objection to title and 101 rejections of claims 11-13 have been overcome in view of 
applicant's amendments/remarks and are hereby withdrawn. Claims 1, 6-8, 10-11 and 13 are 
pending. Independent claims 1,6, 11 and 13 have been rewritten to include all the limitations of 
claims 4 and 9 that are indicated allowable in the previous office action and are therefore 
allowable.
